EX-GOV. ALTGELD 
AT DEATH'S DOOR 


He Is Lying Unconscious at 
Hotel Munroe in Joliet— 
Expected to Die Be- 
fore Morning. 


FALLS AFTER A SPEECH. 


Faints on Stage at Close of Im- 
passioned Address at Pro- 
Boer Meeting in Opera- 

House. 


IS CAUSED BY APOPLEXY. 


Patient Soon Regains Senses and Is 
Thought to Be Out of Danger, 
but at 1:15 Another Sink- 
ing Spell Comes,

HOPE PRACTICALLY GIVEN UP. 


Joliet, III., March 12, 3:30 a. m.—[Special.] 
—The doctors in attendance on ex- Governor 
Atigeld have given up hope. His family and 
business associates have been summoned. 
The stroke of apoplexy has sent his pulse to 
94 and his temperature to 103. 

Ex-Governor John P. Altgeld is uncon- 
scious and in a critical condition in Joliet, 
having been stricken with apoplexy last night 
at 10 o'clock directly after he had finished an 
impassioned address in behalf of the Boers 
before a large audience in the Joliet Opera- 
House. 

As he was walking off thestage, his hearers 
cheering, the ex-Governor suddenly dropped 
over in a dead faint. Physicians were sum- 
moned, and, after he was restored to 
consciousnéss, he was carried to the Hotel 
Munroe, where at midnight he was pro- 
nounced to be apparently out of danger. 


Spell After Midnight. 
At 1:15 o’clock this morning he suffered a 
sinking spell and relapsed again into un- 
consciousness, from which he had not ral- 


_| lied at 2:80 . m. Four doctors were in at- 


tendarice at his bedside at that hour, and 
the gravest apprehensions were feites tothe 
outcome, 

At 3 a. m. the doctors said it would be a 
miracle if he lived till daylight.

Admits Ill-Health in Afternoon. 

Mr. Altgeld went to Joliet in the after- 
noon, having been widely advertised as the 
principal orator for the big Will County 
pro-Boer meeting. He confessed that he 
was not in the best of health, having been 
troubled with some apparently simple 
stomach ailment. 

He was not willing to allow that to inter- 
fere with his speech, however, his great in- 
terest in the south African struggle having 
been heightened by the announcement of 
the Boer success in the capture of General 
Methuen. 


Extra Energy in Speech. , 

It was noted during the address that the 
ex-Governor threw an unusual amount of 
energy and feeling into his words, and the 
collapse, the physicians think, resulted from 
overstraining his physical powers. 

He went through to the end of his address 
without any evidence of weakness, but sud- 
denly, just as he stepped to the wings of the 
stage, he fell into a dead faint. The audience 
that crowded the hall and had been stirred 
by his words was not at once clear as to 
what had happened, forthe ex-Governor was 
not visible to those in the body of the house 
when he toppled over into unconsciousness. 

All those who as speakers and committee- 
men and women sat on the stage saw the 
fain man and all rushed to his rescue. 
He was picked up, still in an insensible 
condition, and borne into one of the larger 
dressing-rooms, where there was a lounge. 

State Representative W. A. Bowles, who 
had been one of the speakers, went to the 
front of the stage and asked if any physician 
was present. He added that Mr. Altgeld 
had fainted, but spoke reassuring words 
to the now excited audience. 


Senses Temporarily. 

No doctors were in the opera-house, but a 
block away a banquet of the Will County 
‘Medical society was being held. A messen- 
ger was dispatched and in five minutes Dr. 
Nash and Dr. Cushing had reached the bed- 
side of the unconscious man. Restoratives, 
such as could be found, were called into use 
and after much effort Mr. Altgeld was 
proukht back to consciousness. He was 
then taken to the Motel Munroe, where he 
was cared for. At midnight it was an- 
nounced that he apparently was out of dan- 
That more favorable condition lasted for 
perhaps an hour and a half, when, with scant 
warning, the sick man's condition became 
much worse. Only one of the doctors had 
been left with him, but when evidences of 
sinking were seen, and when he speedily 
lapsed into unconsciousness, messengers 
were dispatched for the other physicians. 

At 3 a. m. the doctors were still in con- 
gultation at the bedside, but were con- 
vinced that nothing they could do could 
postpone the inevitable end. ; 


miracle, said Dr. Stewart. i 

At that hour the ex-Governor’s temper- 
ature had risen from subnormal to 102, and 
his pulse had jumped from 34 to 92 beats a 
minute.

RIGHT FALL AT TWO FIRES 


MUSHAW’S MEN FACE GAS AND 
SMOKE TILL UNCONSCIOUS. 


Rescuers Drag Four Firemen from the 
Brunswick-Balke Building on the 
North Side, Where Blaze Almost 
Creates Panic Among Patients of 
Policlinic Hospital—Four Others 
Taken from Stifllnmg Basement of 
Braum Apartment Building. 


Eight firemen were rendered unconscious 


while fighting fires in Chicago lastnight. Of 
this number four were overcome by gas at 
midnight while working in the débris of a fire 
at the Brunswick-Balke-Collender com- 
pany’s factory at Superior and Wells streets, 
which had been put under control several 
hours before. 

The other four men were overcome by 
smoke and were carried from the basement 
of the Braum flat building, Thirty-first street 
and South Park avenue, where they were 
trying to prevent an incipient blaze from 
spreading to the living apartments above. 


Overcome by Gas. 

Lieutenant Frank Oswald. 
Pipeman Frank Barburn. 
Pipeman John Stahl.

The firemen overcome by gas were taken to 
the Passavant Hospital, where they were 
revived after prompt work upon the part of 
the attendants. The accident to them re- 
sulting from the collection of gas from 
broken pipes in the wrecked Brunswick- 
Balke building accurred several hours sub- 
sequent to the fire which partly destroyed 
that structure. 

When the fire was at its height the clouds 
of smoke almost caused a panic in the Poli- 
clinic Hospital, which adjoins the building on 
the north. 

Many of the patients crowded into the 
laboratories to watch the burning build- 
ing. After being assured by Superintend- 
ent D. W. Mills of the hospital that 
there was no danger to them, they were 
quieted. The puffing of the engines and the 
shouts of the firemen as they dragged the 
long lines of hose to the roof of the hospi- 
tal caused the first alarm among the pa- 
tients. 

Estimate Loss at $100,000. 

Members of the Brunswick-Balke company 
estimate that their loss by the fire and water 
will be about $100,000. The blaze was con- 
fined to the one department by two fire 
walls. The part destroyed was filled with 
cabinet goods that were packed for ship- 
ping, and on the top floor was a large 
amount of plate glass and plate glass mir- 
rors. 

George Newman, a watchman for the com- 
pany, found the third floor filled with smoke 
about 8:30 o'clock. Without waiting to locate 
the fire, he ran to Chicago avenue and Wells 
street and turned in an alarm. As soon as 
Chief Musham reached the scene he turned 
in a general alarm, which was afterwards 


der Smoke from Fire. 

There was no wind, and the entire neigh- 
borhood soon ‘was covered by a fog of smioke 
so dense the police, under the command of 
Lieutenant James Miller of the East Chi- 
cago Avenue Station, cleared the sidewalks 
and streets of the people, who could not see 
the approaching engines and hose carts. . 

The fire burned its way through to the roof, 
and it was two hours after the first alarm 
was sounded before the flames broke out 
above. Their light showed a solid square of 
umbrellas about the block, held by persons 
who waited in the rain to cheer the firemen 
on the ladders and fire escapes. Members of 
engine company No. 1 took their position on 
the fire escape at the third floor, and would 
not be driven down by the bursts of flame 
which many times seemed to completely sur- 
round them. 


Oils Threaten an Explbsion. 

In the section of the building directly east 
of the burning part, and which was cut off by 
a fire wall, there was a large quantity of 
chemicals and oils. Chief Musham ordered 
that special effort be made to keep the fire 
from reaching this part. Because of the 
danger from an explosion there, Lieutenant 
Miller warned those who lived in the apart- 
ment-house at 163-167 Superior street to be 
ready to leave the place at a minute's notice. 
Many residents of the building packed their 
household goods ready to move. 

Head of Firm on Scene. 

M. Bensinger, President of the company, 
reached the fire about 10 o’clock. He said 
that he thought the loss would be about 
$100,000. 

It is not possible for me to say just what 
the damage will be to the first two floors,”’ 
he said. “‘I understand there was some 
fire in the elevator shaft on the first floor 
and that it spread to the third floor and 
then upward. On the top floor was a large 
quantity of plate glass mirrors, valued, I 
should say, at $50,000. We get all our quick- 
silver from Belgium, and I am sure we shall 
fall behind in our orders until we can get 
more from there.“ 


Fall Unconscious from Smoke. 

At the Brauu Building smoke filled the 
basement, and as there was no outlet the 
firemen gasped for air as they struggled 
toward the seat of the fire. After fifteen 
minutes of hard fighting the smoke became 
unbearable and the men were forced to re- 
treat. Before the air was reached, however, 
a Captain, a Lieutenant, and two men fell to 
the floor unconscious. 

When the Fire department arrived smoke 
was rising to the flats above, where the 
twelve families occupying the building be- 
came alarmed. Men, women, and children 
rushed for the street, and although some of 
these persons were bruised in their flight, 
mone was seriously injured. 

Meantime Marshals Hannan and Pasen, 
fearing a disastrous fire such as has de- 
stroyed a number of large flat buildings dur- 
ing the winter, ordered four companies into 
the basement. Captain McAllister and Lieu- 
tenant Flood led the men into the suffocat- 
ing smoke. At their heels were the two 
Marshals and the pipemen of the fire com- 
panies. Gasping for air, they pressed their 
way f rd, and finally found the blaze in 
one of numerous rooms used for storage 
purposes by the tenants of the flats. 


_ Rescuers Become Victims. 

The commanding officers were le to 
give orders, owing to the thick smdke, but 
they motioned to the men carrying leads of 
hose to turn on the water. As the stream 
struck the blaze clouds of steam filled the 
basement and added to the suffering of the 
men. Pipemen Fortner and McCormick 
fell unconscious while directing a stream 
of water. McAllister and Flood rushed to 
their assistance, but before they could suc- 
ceed they were overcome by smoke. 
Marshals Hannan and Pazan quickly took 
in the situation and headed a party of res- 
cvers. The unconscious firemen were car- 
ried to the drug store of Jamés Casey in the 
same building. They were later removed 
to their homes by the patrol wagon of the

„Han Who Does Things” 


Talks at Marquette Club 
Banquet on War in 
Philippines. 


FAULT ALL AT HOME. 
But for “ Copperhead Support 
He Says Insurrection Would 
Have Been Over Two 
Years Ago. 


TALES OF CRUELTY FALSE. 


Hailed as the man who does things,“ 
General Frederick Funston of Kansas and 
the Philippines was welcomed to Chicago by 
the Marquette club last night at a banquet. 
He had arrived at 3 p. m., but the first thing 
he did except rest at his hotel was to attend 
the reception and banquet. When he was 
introduced as the Little Giant from Kan- 
sas he proceeded to say things. 

In a quick, jerky style, characteristic of 
the man, he denounced in plain terms what 
he called support given the insurgents in 
the Philippines by the copperheads at home.“ 


„Peace Party at Home Blamed. 

Had it not been for the so-called peace 
party in the States the insurrection would 
have been suppressed finally in January, 
1900,“ declared General Funston. ‘ Since 
that time 600 lives have been sacrificed and 
millions of dollars have been spent. Were 
it not for the hope of the few leaders still 
under arms that the United States is on the 
verge of a civil war in their behalf all re- 
sistance would be at an end. 

“Two negro soldiers deserted our army 
and for a time served in the insurgent army. 
They were caught and hanged, It would 
have been more of an act of justice had we 
hanged some of the people who signed the 
recent petition to Congress asking that we 
confer with the Filipino leaders in an effort 
to secure peace. 

In the one case two ignorant beings were 
executed, while in the other people more 
guilty than they and in possession of their 
senses were allowed to go free. 


Says Bully for Waller.” 
We are informed that Major Waller, one 
of the bravest and best officers in the army, 
is to be court-martialed because he shot some 
natives who stole the food from his starving 
men. Ifthatistrue,I say,‘ bully for Waller.’ 
I am glad he did it. 


but it fs the naked truth, and army officers 
who have served in the islands will bear out 
my statements. There has been so much said 
here at home by the other side—so much bul- 
lying by the copperheads—that I cannot re- 
main silent. 

No matter what the cost in men and 
money, the insurrection must and will be 
suppressed. Every trace of resistance must 
be stamped out for all time. When that is 
done it will be time to decide what shal] be 
done with the Philippines. It is not a party 
question, it is not a question of religion, or of 
race, it is a plain case of duty that must be 
done, and well done. General King and the 
other officers here tonight will bear me out 
in thatstatement also. 


Natives Always Well Treated. 

“Through all this wretched business 1 
have never known a wounded Filipino or 
a defenseless native to be maltreated or 
killed. So much for our critics. 

“I am for my country, right or wrong. 
but in this case it is right. There never has 
been a time when we could withdraw from 
the islands without a total disregard for 
our plain duty. The responsibility for the 
continuance of.the resistance to our army 
should be placed where itis due. From the 
lips of Aguinaldo himself, and from other 
leaders of the insurrection, I know that for 
the last two years they have been encour- 
aged to shoot down our men and continue 
their warfare by the copperhead sentiments 
of people here in the States. 

“The great mass of the natives do not 
know what independence is. Ninety-five per 
cent want to be left alone, and prefer to be 
governed by others than themselves. The 
case of Cuba has been held up to us as an ex- 
ample of what we could do in the far East. 

I believe my experience in both countries 
has given me an insight into the character of 
both peoples. There are forty Cuban leaders 
who are the superiors of any leader the Fili- 
pinos ever had. There is no comparison be- 
tween the two. And I am not lying awake 
either, thinking of how I love the Cubans. 


United States Responsible. 

„It is a well known matter of history that 
when the City of Manila was surrendered to 
the army under General Merrit and Admiral 
Dewey the United States was morally re- 
sponsible for the welfare of some hundreds 
of Spanish families, some tens of thousands 
of Spanish soldiers, part of whom had fallen 
prisoners to Aguinaldo. If we had gone off 
and left those men to the mercy of an irre- 
sponsible, turbulent, and uncontrollable mob 
which constituted the army of Aguinaldo 
there would have been a massacre that would 
have been at least equal to the massacres of 
Bulgaria and Armenia, and would have been 
a standing blot and disgrace to the United 
States. So well for holding it when the city 
was first taken. When hasthere beena time 
since then when we could let go? Now, will 
some anti-imperialist member anewer me 
that? When could we let go? 


Joint Occupation Impossible. 

„After the city had been turned over to 
the United States authorities—the City of 
Manila—a joint occupation with the forces 
of Aguinaldo was absolutely impossible. His 
men, well armed and well equipped, had ab- 
solutely no discipline; were simply a mob 
of 30,000 men beyond control. A joint occu- 
pation of thecity would have simply brought 
about a clash sooner than it actually came. 
The result was that they were bundled out- 
side of the city, and, instead of going to 
Maleolis, or some other far away place, and 
camping, they constructed a line of trenches 
around the City of Manila, parallel and from 
25 rods to possibly 100 rods from our line, 
and there for months jeered and taunted and 
insulted our men. Only the stern discipline 
of the American army and our positive in- 
structions from our superior officers to avoid 
a clash at all hazards, kept the off 
as long as it was avoided, 


Friction from the Start. | 
“There was friction from the start. The

STRIKE GROWS AND MAYOR AP- 
PEALS FOR ARBITRATION. 


Labor Committee Decides to Call Out 
All Union Men Hauling or Handling 
Freight and Baggage—Collins Urges 
Settlement Through Civic Federa- 
tion Committee+16,000 Out Now and 
Industries of New England Proba- 
bly Will Be Paralyzed. 


HANNA ASKED TO. ARBITRATE. 


Boston, Mass., March 11.—Marcus A. 
Hanna, Washington, D. C.: Serious strike 
of teamsters, expressmen, and freight hand- 
lers now on against railroads and other trans- 
portation managers. Promises to spread 
unless immediately checked by wise and 
authoritative counsel, and this may be as 
calamitous as San Francisco strike. Seems 
to me no occasion to invoke: influence of 
Civic federation,-and I therefore appeal to 
you. PaTRicK A. COLLINS, Mayor.

Governor Works to End Strike. 


» Governor Crane during the day consulted 
with railroad officials, the Railroad Commis- 
sioners, and a member of the State Board 
of Arbitration. He thought the chances 
were favorable for a settlement, and called 
a second conference with the strikers’ com- 
mittee and asked upon what basis the strik- 
ers would be willing to return to work. The 
reply was the reinstatment of all the men 
now on strike at the same wages, and that 
the freight handlers shall not, be obliged to 
gO on any team. The Governor then made 
an appointment for another conference to- 
morrow morning. . 


Charge Combine of Railways. 


The cause of the sudden action of the 
union men is said to be the desire to 
thwart a combination which the labor 
leaders claim consists of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford and the 
New York Central railroad companies, which 
has for its object the settlement of whether 
the railroads or the labor unions shall con- 
trol the transportation of merchandise.

Foes of Reciprocity in 
Republican House 
Conference. 


Attack on President by William 
Alden Smith Aids Admin- 
istration Forces in 
This Fight. 


FINAL VOTE IS 59 TO 72. 


Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Special. }— 
After one of the hardest fights ever known 
at the Capitol the beet sugar meh were 
beaten tonight on a show of hands forced 
by their own side. The administration 
triumphed by a final test vote of 89 to 72. 
he beet sugar men attempted to force an 
indefinite postponement and were beaten. 
The conference adjourned until next Tues- 
day. The process of disintegration of the 
beet sugar forces will now proceed more 
rapidly, since it has been demonstrated that 
they have not back of them a majority of 
the Republican membership of the House. 

The meeting of the Republican members 
of the House tonight was not a caucus, but 
a conference, so there is no binding effect on 
any vote taken. 


Test on Sine Die Adjournment. 

The test came, however, on the motion 
made by Mr. Littlefield of Maine to — 
journ the conference sine die, which wou 
have the effect of disposing of the Cuban 
question entirely, because the resolution 
originally reported by the Ways and Means 
committee provided itself for a reference 
to the conference. 

Littlefield’s motion was defeated by the 
close but none the less decisive vote of 79 
to 61, a clear majority of eighteen for the 
administration. 

The beet sugar men have all along claimed 
a majority of the Republican members, 
They inststed on the vote tonight, and 
maneuvered to get a test on a motion to ad- 
journ sine die, which is always a favorite 
with the dodgers.’ On the main issue the 
beet sugar men could have had a still larger 
majority against them. Speaker Henderson 
Wimeelf made’ the motion to adjeurn the

Leaders Fight a Hard Battle. 
The fight which terminated in this show 
of hands was a struggle which taxed all the 
resources of thé leaders of the House, Speak- 
er Henderson, Chairman Payne of the Ways 
and Means committee, General Grosvenor 
and Dalzell of the Committee on Rules, Un- 
cle Joe Cannon, the powerful chairman of 
the Appropriations committee, and all the 
other recognized white-haired mandarins 
of the House were in the fight with their 
coats off, determined to support the admin- 
istration. Their work has been effective, but 
until the show of hands along towards mid- 
night no one could be absolutely certain of 
the result. 


William Alden Smith a Factor. 


When the first caucus was held the beet 
sugar men were undoubtedly in the major- 
ity. It is probable that at the beginning of 
the conference tonight they still held the 
whiphand. They lost ground chiefly through 
a sensational and most injudicious speech 
by Representative William Alden Smith, who 
attacked President Roosevelt for what the 
Michigan man termed an improper use of 
the Executive influence. | 

Mr. Smith's speech opened the eyes of the 
members to the fact that the beet sugar 
men were in rebellion not only against the 
leaders of the House, but openly against 
President Roosevelt, the present head of the 
party, to say nothing of the disrespect for 
the memory of President McKinley. 


Direct Attack on President. 


Aside from this speech from Mr. Smith, 
which did his cause more harm than good, 
the talk at the conference was merely argu- 
mentative. The attack on the President 
was direct and intended. Mr. Smith did not 
conceal his hostility to the President, and 
asserted that Mr. Roosevelt had exceeded 
his powers. He declared that the govern- 
ment was divided into three branches, and 
that the President had no more right to dio- 
tate to Congress how to legislate than he 
would have to instruct the Supreme Court 
how to decide a great contest case. 

It was well known to most of those pres- 


ing that the honor of the country was at 
stake, never has used threats nor promises 
to effect a change of sentiment in the House. 
The unwise and intemperate speech of Mr. 
Smith naturally angered and frightened 
many good friends of the President. 

Mr. Smith’s speech made the issué so clear 
that a defeat for the beet sugar men was

Long of Kansas Urges Aid. 

| The principal speech of the conference 
was made by Mr. Long of Kansas, the bril- 
Mant young member of the Ways and Means 
committee, who first came out with a square- 
toed bill for reciprocity.. He showed that 
@ reduction of 20 per cent on Cuban sugar 
would not interfere with sugar beet pro- 
duction in this country, while under rec-- 


trol the entire foreign trade of Cuba. 

Mr. Morris of Minnesota explained his 
singular differential rate proposition, and 
Mr. Sibley of Pennsylvania, who only a few 
days ago was a most vehement beet sugar 
advocate, submitted a compromise proposi- 
tion for 20 per cent reduction up to Dec. 1.

Henderson Does Good Work. 


The change of sentiment accomplished 
during the last few days has been achieved 
by the personal work of Speaker Hender- 
son and his trusted lieutenants. They have 
argued, threatened, and cajoled, and had it 
not been for their hard work there is not the 
slightest doubt the sugar beet men would 
have won. Speaker Henderson was opposed 
to reciprocity with Cuba himself, but he 
early noticed that the press and the people 
were behind the President, and he accepted 
the situation. He has done splendid work 
in support of the reciprocity question, sink- 
ing his own personal opinion and bowing. 
to the express will of his party. He was 
personally responsible for many changes of 
front and has made himself the target for 
the personal abuse of a number of the“ hot- 
headed youngsters ’’ of the House. 

The beet sugar men are beaten and they 
admit it. An agreement of some kind i» 
more than probable at the conference next 
Tuesday. 

Of course if twenty or thirty sugar beet 
men should decide to stand out they can pre- 
vent the adoption of a special rule, but Mr. 
Smith’s unwise attack on the President to- 
night has frightened even the most violent of 
the beet sugar men, and they have rapidly 
grown to sce that further following of such 
hot headed leaders would inevitably mean 
the defeat of the party and of individual 
members, of course, at the next Congression- 
al election. 

It is generally understood that the beet 
sugar men now will agree on some compro- 
mise, probably the one suggested by Mr. 
Sibley limiting the reciprocity to three years. 
This would be satisfactory to all parties, be- 
cause by that time it could be demonstrated 
how much a close commercial union with 
Cuba helped or harmed the business interests 
of the United States. | 

Mr. Long pointed out that the plat- 
form of 1896 referred to the repeal of the 
reciprocity agreements under the McKinley 
law as a national calamity, and demanded 
their renewal and extension. The original 
section of the Dingley bill authorizing reci- 
procity agreements, he recalled, named 
sugar as one of the articles on which the 
President was authorized to reduce the du- 
ties, but the section was changed in the Sen- 
ate, and sugar was stricken out. 

The Dingley law authorized the President 
to make reciprocal agreements on articles 
produced in this country, and President Mc- 
Kinley made agreements with France, Ger- 
many, Italy, and Portugal that were now in 
force, so that he maintained that those who 
favored reciprocity with Cuba were not un- 
true to the doctrines of the Republican 
party, because tobacco and sugar produced 
in this country were included. 


Will Not Affect Prices. 


Moreover, he insisted that the hearings 
before the Committee on Ways and Means 
showed conclusively that concessions made 
on Cuban sugar would not affect the price 
of sugar in this country, and that the beet 
sugar industry would not be injured. A 
reduction of 20 per cent on Cuban sugar, 
leaving the duty on such sugar at $1.34 a 
hundred pounds would not enable the Cuban, 
after paying freight rates and cost of re- 
fining, to compete with the beet sugar in 
Chicago, Kansas City, or Denver, which are 
the principal markets for beet sugar. 

This was not charity. It was a good bar- 
gain. Mr. Long contended that in addition 
to self-interest there was a moral obliga- 
tion upon the United States to grant con- 
cessions. He declared that when the com- 
mission from Cuba was prevailed upon to 
accept the Platt amendment President 
McKinley assured it that in consideration of 
its acceptance he would do all in his power 
to secure economic concessions, and said 
that the commission so reported to the Cuban 
convention. 


Cubans Will Reap Benefit. 


He presented detailed figures to show that 
the Porto Rican sugar growers had received 
the full benefit of the free admission of 
sugar from that island, from which he argued 
that the Cubans, not the sugar trust, would 
get the benefit—and all the benefit—of any 
reduction Congress might make. In con- 
clusion Mr. Long said: 

“If this legislation fail and no concession 
be made to Cuba—if the policy of President 
McKinley and President Roosevelt be de- 
feated by this House—it does not mean that 
the beet sugar industry, by the control of 
this House, can prevent free sugar from 
Cuba. After the establishment of the re- 
public of Cuba a treaty can be negotiated 
with that country by the President.” 


Tayler Opposes Concession. 

Mr. Tayler of Ohio presented a protest 
against the plan of the Ways and Means 
committee. The protest was drafted at the 
conference which the Republicans opposed 
to reciprocity held last night. It was in the 
nature of a manifesto setting out the 
grounds on which their opposition was based, 
being largely an amplification of the conten- 
tion that a reduction of the duty on Cuban 
reciprocity involved a relaxation of the pro- 
tective principle. In lieu ef the Tawney 
proposition for a rebate Mr. Tayler offered a 
. Pesolution reaffirming adherence to the Re- 
publican national platform of 1896, insuring 
adequate protection to the cane and beet 
Sugar industries in the United States and to 
the policy of reciprocity as declared in the 
platform of 1900. It continued: 

We have maintained and will continue 
to faithfully discharge the obligations to 
Cuba assumed by virtue of the treaty of 
Paris and the Platt amendments; and we 
favor such commercial agreements with her 
as her government, when established, may 
be willing to make and which will be in har- 
mony with our national policy of protection 
and reciprocity. 

We urge that no further action be taken 
respecting the proposition to reduce the 
tariff on Cuban products coming into this 
country.” -The manifesto says in part: 

We oppose the proposition to reduce the 
tariff on Cuban products coming into this 
country, because it involves a relaxation of 
protective principle. 


Would Keep Faith with People. 


“The Republican platform of 1896 con- 
Gemned the Democratic party for not keep- 
ing faith with the American sugar growers; 

_wé seek not to merit for ourselves the same 
gondemnation. 

The proposition to reduce the sugar tariff 
constitutes, in essence, an abandonment of 
the protective principle, even though it re- 
moves only one-fifth of the duty imposed by 
the Dingley law. And this abandonment is 
most unhappy because applied to the pur- 
suit of agriculture in the most conspicuous 
instance in which specific and manifest pro- 
tection is given to the farmer: and at the 
moment when the sugar beet industry is not 


only in its infancy, but in an infancy so lusty | 


and promising as to demonstrate the cer- 
tainty of a rapid and prodigious growth. 


Fears Doom of the Industry. 
“ Entirely independent of its effect on the 
- beet sugaf industry as a present fact in es- 
tablished concerns, it would smother the 
further development of the industry through 
the scores of plants now in various stages 
of active advancement. 

“In so far as the proposition professes to 
be in the line of ublican reciprocity, we 
assert that it is tially a denial of that 
great policy. We deny that recfprocity is 
desirabie except as a corollary to the greater 
policy of protection. . 

“To say that the duty on sugar is to be low- 
ered on the plea that it helps Cuba is to say 
that it must always be lowered when Cuba 
needa help; and a reduction of one-fifth by 
the House of Representatives means that 
elsewhere, both in and out of Congress, the 
extent of that reduction shall be measured 
by the varying views of those who consider it.

Pure Food Fight may take more time 

Promises to Be imagined, 
ut they have camped 
a Long One. in Washington, de- 
termined to win, and 
as they say, We propose to make those fel- 
lows in Congress pass our pure food bill 
just to get rid of us.“ At the meeting of the 
Interstate Commerce committee today del- 
egates were present from Boston, Philadel- 
phia, New York, Detroit, and Newark, N. J., 
in addition to the delegates frem Chicago 
and the other trade centers of Illinois. 

The hearings are to continue every day. 
The Illinois men intentionally deferred their 
testimony until tomorrow, preferring to lis- 
ten to the statement by Dr. William Freer, 
chairman of the Executive committee of the 
National Pure Food and Drug congress. He 
favors the passage of what is known as the 
Hepburn bill, a measure which was prepared 
originally by the late Representative Brosius 
of Pennsylvania. 

As Dr. Freer explains, that measure pro- 
poses to give the Secretary of Agriculture 
authority to fix certain standards for food 
products for the guidance of the courts. The 
entire object of the measure is to get at the 
manufacturer of original packages under the 
federal law, and thus to relieve the retailer 
from prosecution when he is able to show 
that the manufacturer guaranteed the pur- 
ity of the goods. 

The Hepburn bill proposes to make it a 
misdemeanor to sell misbranded goods or to 
manufacture them, whether the adulteration 
be harmful or not. 

The Illinois delegation favors what is 
known as the amended Mann bill, which is 
much less drastic than the Hepburn meas- 
ure, and which safeguards the interests of 
the jobber and retailer. The Illinois men 
will give their views tomorrow, and the com- 
mittee will continue to have hearings the 
rest of the week. : 

Telegrams were sent today to Senator Ma- 
son in Chicago, asking him to come back to 
Washington at once to help make a quorum 
for the Senate Committee on Manufactures.

FALLS AFTER A SPEECH. 


Faints on Stage Following Im- 
passioned Address to Pro- 
Boer Meeting.

found ‘that it was a stroke of apoplexy with 
which they were dealing. It was discovered 
that Dr. J. B. Herrick of Chicago, a skilled 
specialist, was in the hotel, and he was 
called into the consultation. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock, when it became 
apparent to the physicians that the ex- 
Governor’s condition was exceedingly 
grave, his family was notified to go to Joliet 
by the first train. Mr. Altgeld’s law part- 
ner, Clarence Darrow, also wae telegraphed 
to go to the stricken man’s bedside. 


Long in Broken Health. 

Ever since the failure of the Globe Savings 
Bank in 1896, in which he was involved, Mr. 
Altgeld has not been a well man, and for 
some months after the Spalding crash it was 
feared that his life was only a question of a 
short time. Even when serving his last 
year as Governor his health was none too 
good. 

“When it was learned that he was a victim 
of locomotor ataxia his friends gave him up. 
But he rallied and for a few years seemed to 
be his own old vigorous self. 

Lately, however, the disease marked him 
strongly, and quite recently his appearance 
caused grave forebodings and anxiety. His 
mind was just as clear and active as of old, 
but though the spirit was willing the 
was weak. . 


Sympathies All with Boers. 

Throughout the progress of the war in 
south Africa Mr. Altgeld has beén a strenu- 
ous advocate of the Boer cause. His speech 
last night in Joliet was listened to with the 
deepest interest. 

In the address Mr. Altgeld declared that 
all friends of humanity owed a debt of 
gratitude to Governor Yates for issuing a 
proclamation soliciting assistance for the 
Boer women and children who are perishing 
in foul concentration camps which the Brit- 
ish are maintaining in south Africa. 

He further said that the people of Amer- 
ica had raised a large sum of money with 
which to relieve the distress of the Boer 
women and children, and now were unable 
to send it to them. He made the startling 
declaration that America, the most power- 


ful nation of the world, could not even per- 


form an errand of charity because Lord 
Paun¢efote, the British Ambassador at 


Washington, objected to it; that while the. 


people were boasting of their power and 
prestige, and claiming to be a world power, 
they could not even send a chest of medicine 
or a basket of bread to perishing women and 
children because the (English Ambassador 
was opposed to it. 


Vest Pocket Conveniences. 

Mr. Altgeld further charged that Lord 
Pauncefote has for several years meddled 
in American affairs, and that the State de- 
partment and Secretary Hay were mere vest 
pocket conveniences for the British Ambas- 
sador. 

He declared that General De Wet, with his 
fighting farmers, was a more important fac- 
tor in the progress of the world than King 
Edward; that De Wet and his men repre- 
sented the aspirations and the hopes of 
millions of the earth in all lands who do the 
world’s work and make civilization possible. 

He said that if every Boer in south Africa 
were shot down the glory of their heroism 
would live and be forever an inspiration to 
mankind. 

Speeches were made in English by Rep- 
resentative Bowles, J. A. J. Whipple, and C. 
E. B. Cutler, and in German by Albert 
Oechsner. 


CAREER OF JOHN P. ALTGELD. 


Born in Germany, Came to America as 


Boy, and Rose to Governorship 
by His Own Efforts. 


John Peter Altgeld was born in Felters, 
near Cologne, Germany, on Dec. 30, 1847. 
His parents came to this country while he 
Was a boy of 8 years. The next known of 
him is that he was a farm boy in Richland 
County, O., where his father located. Schools 
were few and far between in those days in 
Ohio, and farm boys had fewer opportuni- 
ties for attending such as there were. Hence 
the elementary education of Mr. Altgeld was 
Umited. 

The war made a break in the monotony 
of his life. He enlisted in 1864; he was only 
16 years old at the time. He was a soldier 
In what is known as the James River cam- 
paign. His experiences in the army are not 
recounted by the historian. He seldom re- 
ferred to them himself. So little had he to 
say about them that it was a matter of sur- 
prise to many that he had ever been a sol- 
Mer until the campaign of 1892, in which he 
was à candidate, was well nigh over. 


Starts West on Foot. 


After the war he started out for himself. 
He taught school for awhile, although he had 
had no opportunities of adding much to his 
own education. In 1869 he started West on 
foot. He walked from Ohio to what is now 
East St. Louis: In doing so he passed over 
southern Illinois. 

When he reached the east bank of the Mis- 
sissippi River oppasite St. Louis he had 15 
cents in his pocket. He met a young man 
who did not haveacent. The fare across the 
river was five cents. Young Altgeld paid the 
fare for both and they reached St. Louis with 
a balance of five cents, which Altgeld invest- 
ed in writing paper, ink, and envelopes, and 
wrote home. . 

He obtained work in St. Louis and saved 
enough to help him on to southern Kansas. 
After his arrival there he was taken sick, 
and for some time he lay among strangers. 
After his recovery he moved to Savannah in 
northwest Missouri, where he taught school, 
studied law, and soon after was elected City 
At and later on the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of county. This happened within five 


years. 
Came to Chicago in 1875. 

Altgeld came to Chicago in 1875, a stranger. 
In less than a year he hed a practice which 
enabled him to be comparatively independ- 
ent. He made some friends. He formed a 
partnership with his nephew, Lanehart, who 
was his confidential man to the end. Lane- 
hart suggested politics to Altgeld. The two 
men bad operated ether in real estate 


ty, Onio. 
In 1884 the Democracy of the North Side, 
the Fourth District, wanted a candidate to 


— 


ordinary intellectual attainment, singled 
him out as a candidate, He got the nom- 


ination, and, although he reduced the Re- 


publican majority in the district, he was de- 
feated. 

In 1886 he was nominated for the office of 
Judge of the Superior Court and was elected. 
He served until July 2, 1891, when he re- 
signed. In the discharge of his duties as 
Judge he was selected by the bench as its 
Chief Justice, which is more of @ mark of 
esteem than anything else. 


Strong Writer and Talker. 

While he was on the bench and after he 
left it Judge Altgeid showed a fondness for 
literature and contributed several papers to 
the North American Review and other pub- 
lications. His articles were forcibly written 
and attracted attention. As a public speak- 
er he was terse, earnest, andlogical. « . 

He was a man of few wordsand his expres- 
sions struck the listener as having been 
weighed before given out. He was of mel- 
oncholy temperament, but never exhibited 
this tendency except by a sad expression. 


Is Elected Governor. 


In 1892 Mr. Altgeld accepted the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor, and, know- 
ing that to carry the always Republican 
State of Illinols there would have to be a 
strenuous effort made and a different course 
of tactics pursued, immediately after ac- 
cepting the nomination he ‘started out 
through the State on a “ stilfhunt,’’ and vis- 
ited every town of any importance, meeting 
the people and talking with them personally, 
and the success of his operations was fully 
proven in the November election, he being 
the first Democratic Governor elected since 
1856; and no little credit is due him for the 
success of the entire Democratic State ticket. 

As soon as his election Was assured he went 
to Hot Springs, Ark., where he remained en- 
deavoring to recuperate his health until 
within a few weeks of the inauguration. 

Altgeld had promised, if not individually, 
through his managers and the Democratic 
press of the State, that if elected he would 
make a clean sweep of Republicans in office, 
and he undertook to do this from the hour he 
became Governor. He was extremely ill in 
Chicago, prostrated by overwork, just be- 
Yore the inauguration, 

Altgeld himself thought he would die. He 
never entirely regained his health after that 
attack. 

He was too ill to get up, but insisted on 
going to Springfield for the inauguration and 
took the oath of office when he should have 
been in bed. 


Made Wholesale Discharges. 


Altgeld began with sweeping discharges 
of Republican officeholders, and turned the 
State offices over to his Democratic allies. 
He acted with determination in everything, 
following his own ideas and listening but 
little to advice of Democratic leaders in re- 
gard to his conduct in office. 

Probably his most distinguishing acts 
during his term as Governor were the pardon 
of the Anarchists convicted of complicity in 
the Haymarket riots, his trouble with Grover 
Cleveland over the sending of federal troops 
into Chicago to quell riots, and his wholesale 
pardons of convicts. He did these things 
seemingly without regard to the effect they 
would have on his own political aspirations. 
His friends claim he believed everything he 
did during that time to be right, and they 
commend him for his political courage in 
committing what he knew to be political 
suicide, 


Takes Up Several Hobbies. 


It was late in his term of office that he 
began to be known throughout the nation as 
the expoundér of national doctrines. His 
principal hobby along the lines of re- 
form was his opposition to government by 
injunction.”’ 

Naturally he made enemies not only polit- 
ically, but within his own party. He was 
nominated for Governor in 1896. It was 
Presidential year. He had swallowed the 
free silver platform of Bryan without a pro- 
test, although even his best friends admitted 
he never fully espoused the free silver doc- 
trine. He accepted it, they said, in order 
that he might get his own plank against 
government by injunction’’ put into the 
Democratic platform. 


Makes Campaign While III. 


During that campaign Governor Altgeld 
was ill, so ill that his physiicans declared 


-that to attempt an active campaign would 


be to court death. He was made the special 
target of opposition stump speakers. His 
opponent, John R. Tanner, with aj party of 
national speakers, toured Illinois. Governor 
Altgeld, although told that his heart might 
fail at any moment if he undertook to speak, 
secured a train and followed the Tanner par- 
ty through southern Illinois, making twelve 
to fifteen speeches a day in the towns where 
the other party had appeared, replying to 
their arguments. 

He was so sick he remained in bed in the 
car between stations, raising himself from 
bed by sheer will power to deliver another 
speech a short time iater. 


Makes a Famous Speech. 

At the end of that desperate ten days’ 
campaign he went from East St. Louis, 
where he spoke last, to New York and de- 
livered what was perhaps the most famous 
speech he ever made in Cooper Union, New 
York, explaining to the East his govern- 
ment by injunction ’’ plank. 

He collapsed after that speech. 

Beaten overwhelmingly in that campaign, 
he returned to his practice of law in Chicago, 
living quietly and trying to recuperate his 
health, which continued bad. 

His enmity to Mayor Harrison, which was 
bitter for several years, brought him active- 
ly into politics in 1899, when he ran independ- 
ently against Harrigon for Mayor after be- 
ing defeated for the nomination. He was 
opposed by John M. Harlan on the Repub- 
lican ticket. 

About a year ago Mr. Altgeld formed a 
law partnership with Clarence Darrow and 
W. H. Thompson. 

The firm name has been Altgeld, Darrow 
& Thompson. 


BLASPHEMER STRUCK DUMB. 


John Kelly, as He Curses His Wifeina 
Drunken Rage, Loses Power 
of Speech. | 


Baltimore, Md., March 11.—[{Special.}— 
John Kelly, 44 years old, was stricken dumb 
last night, while blaspheming and cursing 
his wife. His wife today made this state- 
ment to the police, and her husband, who 
was arrested for threatening her life, sub- 
stantiated it in writing. Mrs. Kelly says her 
husband, while drunk, struck at her with a 
razor, but their oldest son, a cripple, warded 
off the blow with his crtuch. Then her hus- 
band, she says, began to blaspheme in a 
blood-curdling manner. Suddenly he choked, 
and, trembling, tried to speak, but could 
only gasp. He sobered instantly, and be- 
lieves with his wife that he had been stricken 
for his blasphemy.

CONDEMNS ANTI-TRUST LAWS. 


John H. Hamline Discusses Decision of 
‘Supreme Court Against the IIli- 
nois Statute. 


„I regard the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court declaring the Illinois anti- 
trust law unconstitutional as one of the most 
important actions of that body since the 
Porto Rican decision. The law in question 
was one of the greatest examples of bungling 
legislation ever known,” said John H. Ham-

FIRST VETO BY ROOSEVELT 


PRESIDENT REFUSES TO CLEAR A 
DESERTER'S RECORD. 


Declares Youth Who Ran Away After 
One Month of Service Unworthy to 
Be Restored to Roll of Nation’s De- 
fenders—Can See No Reason for Plea 
After Forty Years Have Elapsed 
Without an Effort to Secure Action 
in Case. 


Washington, D. C., March 11.—President 
Rdosevelt today sent his first veto message 
to Congress. It was directed to the Senate, 
and the bill vetoed was one removing the 
charge of desertion from the naval record of 
John Glass. The message was as follows: 

There can be no graver crime than the 
crime of desertion from the army or navy, 
especially during war; it is then high treason 
to the nation and is justly punishable by 
death. No man should be relieved from such 
a crime, especially when nearly forty years 
have passed since it occurred, save on the 
clearest possible proof of his real innocence. 


Says Statements Contradict. 

In this case the statement made by the 
affiant before the committee does not in all 
points agree with his statement made to the 
Secretary of the Navy. In any event it is 
incomprehensible to me that he should not 
have made effective effort to get back into 
the navy. He had served little more than 
@ month when he deserted, and the war 
lasted over a year afterwards, yet he made 
no effort whatever to get back into the 
war. 

Under such circumstances it seems to me 
that to remove the charge of desertion from 


charge would be to falsify the records and 
do an injustice to his gallant and worthy 
comrades who fought the war to a finish. 


Unworthy of Honor List. 

The names of the veterans who fought in 
thecivil war make the honor list of the repub- 
lic, and I am not willing to put upon it the 
name ofa man unworthy of the high position. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 

After the message had been delivered Sen- 
ator Gallinger from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs read the report of the committee, on 
which the Senate acted. From that state- 
ment it appeared that Glass enlisted in 
January, 1864, when only 16 years old, and 
that, having witnessed an act which com- 
promised the second officer of the ship, he 
was taken ashore in March of that year by 
that officer and told not to report again for 
duty. The committee says that this order, to- 
gether with Glass’ youth, was responsible 
for his desertion. 


SERIOUS DAMAGE BY WIND 
‘AND HAIL STORM IN OMAHA. 


Many Buildings Wrecked and Others 
Suffer Injury—Train Is Wrecked by 
Falling Coal Chute. 


Omaha, Neb., March 11.—The heaviest 
wind, rain, and hail storm in the history of 
the city visited Omaha and Douglas County 
at 2 o’clock this morning. It struck Omaha 
near Monmouth Park, in the northern edge 
of the city, and moved northeast, the greatest 
severity being experienced in the neighbor- 
hood of Thirty-third and Larimore streets. 

Although fifty buildings were damaged, 
nobody was injured seriously. Mrs. Amanda 
Geary, Thirty-third street and Grand avenue, 
escaped death by being absent from home. 
Her house was picked up and scattered over 
a square of ground. Telephone and electric 
wires were strewn over the streets, and a 
great number of poles were torn out. 

At Franklin School a large chimney was 
blown on to the roof, which caved in and 
demolished the interior of several rooms. 
Small buildings were blown about and sev- 
eral barne were wrecked. 

The Monmouth Park Methodist Episcopal 
Church was torn to pieces. Several green- 
houses were wrecked. Immanuel] Hospital 
was badly damaged, a large chimney being 
blown through the roof. ; 

Several nearby towns report the worst 
storm for years. It was particularly severe 
at Valley and Elkhorn, and at the latter 
place a Union Pacific train-was struck by a 
falling coal chute and considerable damage 
done. At Florence, three miles north, where 
the Omaha water-works are located, the 
storm twisted several buildings from their 
foundations.

The 
circular then tells the pupil to take a posi- 
tion before the register, advance the left 
foot, stand firmly, swing the ax with both 
hands around the head three times, and 
smite the cash register with might and 
main—location of blow immaterial.

REV. DR. GLADDEN CONDEMNS > 
AMERICAN SCHOOL BOARDS. 


In an Address at Yale He Attributes 
Condition of the Country’s Schools to 
Self-Sacrifice in Teachers. 


New Haven, Conn., March 11.—“ The rea- 
son that the public schools have not been 
ruined in many American cities,“ said the 
Rev. Dr. Washington .Gladdem of Columbus, 
O., at Yale today, is due solely to the up- 
lifting, self-eacrificing work of the teachers. 
It is true of many communities that the men 
chosen to the Board of Education are desti- 
tute of the intelligence which the responsi- 
bilities of the position demand. The places 
are grabbed by the ward politician, who 
hopes by the patronage in school affairs to 
push his way into something he wants for 
himself.

When he was assigned to sentry duty, 
Vance, with a number of other prisoners, 
ewas put to work under his surveillance in 
the pumping station. While the sentry’s 
back was turned Vance slipped out of the 
building and sped toward a clump of bushes 
a half mile distant, and under their shelter 
made his escape. Berry, it is said, purpose- 
ly allowed the prisoner to get out of gun- 
shot distance and then fired after him the 
six shots that are demanded by military 
rules. A searching party was started in 
cere of the fugitive but was unsuccess- 
ul, 

Berry was immediately placed under ar- 
rest on a charge of aiding a prisoner to es- 
Cape, and occupies the cell in the guard- 
house in which his friend formerly was 
detained. His explanation that Vance got 
away unnoticed is not accepted by the offi- 
cers, and the first general court-martial that 
has been held at Fort Sheridan for six 
months will be called to try him as soon 
as the Geventeenth Infantry arrives from 
the Philippines. At present there are not 
enough officers at the post to cdmprise a 
general court. 


Measles Convalescents Leave. 


Thirty members of the Twenty-ninth In- 
fantry, who had the measles and were de- 
tained at the hospital when the regiment 
started for the Philippines, left the fort 
in a hospital car during the day to rejoin 
their several companies. 

A new case of measles was discovered in 
the guardhouse. Walter Brown, a deserter 
from the Columbus, O., barracks, gave him- 
self up after mingling with the soldiers for 
several hours, and shortly after he was 
placed in the guardhouse became ill. Eighty-

DIED OF STRYCHNINE POISON. 


Nothing in Verdict to Indicate Who 
Prepared It, but Husband Is Said to 
Have Delivered It to Her. 7

Grand Rapids, Mich., March 11.— [Special.] 
—“ We find that Mrs. Ada Klump came to 
her death by strychnine poisoning, and that 
strychnine was sent her through the mail 
with murderous intent by some person at 
present unknown to the members of the 
jury, the envelope containing said strychnine 
being delivered to her by the hand of her 
husband.” 

This is the verdict rendered by Justice 
Hicks’ jury at Lowell. The testimony of- 
fered failed to throw any light upon the 
mystery, of who the sender of the deadly 
poison was further than already known, 
The expert chemist of this city who ex- 
amined the stomach of the dead woman 
and also a similar powder received by Mra, 
Wifliam Miller, friend and neighbor of the 
Klumps, testified to finding strychnine in 
the stomach and that the powder he ana- 
lyzed was nearly all strychnine. 

Mrs. Miller spoke of the pecullar sym- 
pathy displayed by Miss Blanche Rains- 
ford, a young Lowell woman, toward Kiump 
the night after the death of his wife. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Shafer told of the suffering of 
Mrs. Klump, and said she had heard of 
Klump paying attention to other women, 
but she did not think his young wife knew 
of it. 

Word was received today from the firm 
at Savannah, N. Y., that one package of 
headache powders had been sent to Mrs. 
John Andrews, a sister of Kiumps. Sue 
admitted to the Sheriff that she had re- 
ceived such a package, but that it arrived. 
after the death of Mrs. Kiump.

SPRING FLOWERS BLOOM 
LONG BEFORE USUAL TIME. 


Birds Flying Northward Weeks Ahead 


of Regular Custom and Many Blos- 
soms Open. 


Everything in nature has been forced for- 
ward by the unusually warm weather of late 
February and early March. In the fields 
about Chicago the willow buds are twice the 
size usual at this season and some of the 
more venturesome wild flowers have blos- 
somed. Under the lilac bushes in Graceland 
Cemetery the snowdrops are in full bloom. 
These flowers did not bud last year until 
after March 20. 

The robins have been in the vicinity of 
Chicago for a week, and a great flock of 
blackbirds flew over the city yesterday 
afternoon and for a few moments took pos- 
session of the trees in Washington Square on 
the North Side. Large flocks of geese have 
been seen daily for a week journeying 
northward. 

One of the directors of the Audubon socli- 
ety said yesterday that if there should come 
a sudden and severe change in the weather 
many of the less hardy birds would perish. 

Chicago, March 11.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—A large flock of wild geese flew over 
the North Side this morning at 6:30 o’ clock, 
followed in a few minutes by another nearly 
as large. There must have been fifty or 
sixty birds in both flocks. Some years ago— 
say thirty-five—when we settled here it was 
not unusual to see such flocks, and wild 
pigeons as well in multitudes, but it is arare 
sight now.

The United States Circuit Court upheld the 
validity of Edison’s patents, but the Court 
of Appeals finds otherwise and dismisses the 
bill, with costs, and holds that the cause of 
action is not sufficient.

COMMENT HURTS ENGLAND 


REFLECTIONS ON MILITARY 
SKILL ARE NOT RELISHED. 


Continental Press Gives Voice te Low 
Opinion of British Work in Cam- 
paign—Experts Trying to Explain 
How It Happened and Disputing 
Among Themselves — Speculators 
Thought to Have Had Information 
in Advance—Reciprocity Approved, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 11, 3 a. m.—The English 
press continues to discuss Lord Methuen's 
defeat philosophically, but it is sensitive re- 
specting foreign opinion. Extracts printed 
from Berlin, Vienna, and Paris journals are 
not pleasant reading, since they imply con- 
tempt for British military skill. American 
comments are more charitabl 

The English press, after the usual fash- 
jon, enlarges upon the magnitude of the 
disaster and the brilliancy of Delarey’ s 
tactics. 

Experts Seek Explanation. 

Military experts are not content with fol- 
lowing Lord Roberts’ counsel and are sus- 
pending judgment until the facts are known 
and pick flaws in Methuen’s management of 
his transport and the division of his column 
into two detachments. Veterans who have 
known service in south Africa take a dif- 
ferent view. 

A high official connected with the trans- 
port in previous campaigns said that the 
stampede of animals was unavoidable, if he 
read the dispatches aright, and that nobody 
who; had ever attempted to manage mules 
or ox trains on the veldt would criticise 
Methuen. Each system was bad, and there 
was a difference of opinion of the army as 
to which was worse, but where both were 
adopted the column was naturally divided. 
The trouble began when the raw troops 
flinched and threw the column into dis- 
order. 

Burghers Splendid Fighters. 

The current military view is that the 
burghers being unhampered by supply trains 
and having the mastery of the art of rough 
riding and management of cattle are the 
best guerrillas the world has ever known and 
that no European army could avoid an oc- 
casional defeat and mishap. 

The effect of Methuen's defeat is admitted 
to be serious, since it will light up Boer en- 
thusiasm, but military men assert with 
confidence that the hostilities have been re- 
atricted to three districts, that De Wet's 
power is broken, and Botha’s forces kept 
well under restraint, and that where the 
Transvaal blockhouse \lines have not been 
established is the only tion where serious 
work remains. 

Favored Few Told in Advance.

IRISH TROUBLE 
SPLITS CABINET, 


Members of British Ministry 
Divided as to Proper Way 
to Handle League. 


DECISION IS NOT PUBLIC 


General Belief Is That Proclama- 
tion Will Issue Against 
Only Certain Places, 


EXTREMES MAY COME LATER. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, March 12, 3 a. m.—The Cabinet 
met at noon yesterday under the Presidency 
of Lord Salisbury, the Premier. George 
Wyndham, the Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
came specially from Dublin to inform the 
Ministers regarding the conditions in that 


part of the kingdom, while A. J. Balfour, 


the First Lord of the Treasury, who is con- 
sidered an expert in the management of 
Irish agitation, had sufficiently recovered 
from his attack of influenza to be present, 


Meeting a Protracted One. 

The meeting lasted well into the evening, 
and although no official statement can be 
obtained regarding the Cabinet’s decision 
concerning Ireland there is every reason to 
believe that it was resolved not to proclaim 
the United Irish league or to adopt other 
immediate coercive measures, 

The Standard, a ministerial organ, whose 
information in this matter coincides with 
that obtained from other sources, says the 
Ministers decided after full consideration of 
all the circumstances that the time has not 
yet come for bringing into play the more 
drastic features of the crimes act. 

It is not thought necessary at present to 
suppress the United Irish league as a na- 
tional organization or any of its local 
branches as such, but the policy hitherto 
pursued of rendering amenable to justice all 
who in promoting the object of these or 
kindred combinations commit offenses 
against the law will be vigorously fol- 
lowed up. 


Ready to Go to Extreme. 

Should it be found that procedure under 
the ordinary law or under those provisions 
of the crimes act which do not depend upon 
the issues of a proclamation is insufficient 
there will be no hesitation in resorting to 
the special powers at the disposal of the Ex- 
ecutive, 

It is gathered in the lobbies of the House 
of Commons that the decision was largely 
due to Mr. Arthur Balfour, First Lord of the 
Treasury, whose moderate attitude regard- 
ing Irish agitation is well known, but it was 


also due to the judgment of Mr. George 


Wyndham, Chief Secretary for Ireland, who 
directly opposed the suppression of the 
league. 0 


Powerful Men Take Moderate View. 

It is the opinion of many that, although 
a powerful section of the ministry favors 
suppression of the league, such a step would 
be extremely difficult, as it would be likely 
to involve the resignations of Earl Cadogan, 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; Mr. Wyndham, 
and Mr. Atkinson, Attorney General for 
Ireland. In recent speeches Messrs. Wynd- 
ham and Atkinson virtually advocated leav- 
ing the law as it stands. Mr. Wyndham a 
month ago admitted that out of 200 cases 
of boycotting only twenty-six were directly 
traceable to the influence of the league. 

The Dublin correspondent of the Tele- 
graph, in a dispatch mainly confirming the 
foregoing, says he learns, however, that 
the branches of the league in the disturbed 
districts of Sligo and Roscommon and parts 
of.

| SPALDING CASE IN COURT 


JUSTICE TRUAX TAKES THE DE- 
MURRER UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


Early Decision Is Asked For and Prom-~- 
ised by the Judge—Freedman’s At- 
torney Makes Charges Against En- 
joined President—Defendants Ar- 
gue Lack of Jurisdiction in New 
York and Base Hope of Victory on 
That Ground. 


New York, March 11.—[Special.]—The sult 
of the Boston, New York, Cincinnati, and 
St. Louis baseball clubs against the Brook- 
lyn, Chicago, Pittsburg, and Philadelphia 
clubs, Albert G. Spalding, Nicholas E. 
Young, and the National league and Amer- 
ican Association of Professional Baseball 
clubs, in which the plaintiffs, through An- 
drew Freedman, ask for an injunction 
against the ding forces in the league, 
came up for argument today before Justice 
Truax of the Supreme Court in the form 
of a demurrer interposed by the defendants 
to the complaint of the plaintiffs. 

The plaintiffs asked that the pretended 
election of A. G. Spalding be declared null 
and void. Attorneys Nicoll, Amabel, and 
Lindsay acted as counsel for the Freedman 
faction. 

Attorneys Redding, Kiddle, and Greeley, 
counsel for Spalding, today submitted to the 
court their demurrer tg the complaint, al- 
leging lack of jurisdiction in the New York 
courts. 

Lawyer Nicoll made this charge against 
Spalding: “The defendant Spalding is 
inimical to all the plaintiffs, and especially 
to the New York club. He has threatened 
to so exercise his powers as to injure that 
club and to drive it from the league. Irrep- 
arable injury will result if these threats 
are executed.”’ 

John Montgomery Ward, once Captain of 
the New York baseball club, and now a prac- 
ticing lawyer, on behalf of the Brooklyn 
baseball club, also demurred to the com- 
plaint. Ward said he hoped there would be 
an early decision, as the baseball season 
opened in April, and any delay after that 
Gate would be injurious to the baseball in- 
terests. 

Decision was reserved with the statement 
from Judge Truax that it would be handed 
down as soon. as possible.

NEWS.OF THE RAILWAYS 


WESTERN ROADS ADOPT MILEAGE | 
TICKET RESTRICTIONS. 


Bureau Allows Sale of Books Good 
on Lines on One System and Small- 
er Roads Are Granted Privileges— 
Dissolution of Military Rate Pool 
Likely to Follow Withdrawal of the 
Rock Island, Which Fears the 
Agreement May Be Held legal. | 


Important action regarding the issue of 
mileage tickets was taken by the Western 
roads parties to the mileage bureau yester- 
day. The situation had become so grave 
as to threaten a return to the conditions 
which existed prior to the adoption of the 
interchangeable plan. 

Some of the roads have been gradually 
widening the scope of ordinary mileage tick- 
ets, and practically made them interchange- 
able by making them good over other lines 
than their own. This gave roads whose lines 
cover every part of theterritory between the 
Missouri River and Chicago a great advan- 
tage over smaller roads. The latter demand- 
ed that they be permitted to make their ordi- 
nary tickets good over connecting roads. 
The matter was finally compromised by re- 
stricting the sale of the 2,000-mile individual 
book to lines on one system only. 

In order that the smaller roads might not 
be placed at a disadvantage, it was decided 
that they might use those tickets on lines 
over which they maintain through car serv- 
ice, 


Blow to Military Rate Pool. 


The military rate pool or the military 
agreement, as the railroads call it, received 
another hard knock on the head yesterday 
which probably will finish its career. The 
Rock Island gave notice of withdrawal from 
the agreement on the ground that it is in 
the nature of a pool and the company does 
not care to be a party to any arrangement 
that is considered to be illegal. 

The Southern Pacific withdrew from the 
military agreement last December. With 
these two roads out, it will not be possible 
to maintain the agreement any longer. 


New Line for Santa Fe. 


Surveyors are running a preliminary Ane 
for the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé from 
Roswell, N. M., to Torrence, the junction 
point of the Rock Island and the Santa Fé

FIGHT TAX LEVY IN COURT. 


Columbus Safe Deposit Company Op- 
poses Increased Valuation—City 
Wants Money from Collectors. 


The Columbus Safe Deposit company, own- 
er of the Columbus Memorial Building at 
State and Washington streets, has filed a 
bill for an injunction in the Superior Court 
to restrain County Collector Raymond from 
collecting taxes on the building for 1901 
amounting to $2,150. 

The building was valued by the Board 
of Assessors in 1899 at $1,939,150, and its 
assessed valuation was placed at $387,830. 
The Board of Review afterwards raised the 
assessed valuation to $407,222. In 1901 the 
Board of Assessors fixed the assessment at 
$446,005. The company claims the increase 
in the assessment was without authority of 
law and unjust, ; 

The first order in the tax injunction cases 
brought by the five elevated railroad com- 
panies against County Clerk Knopf and 
others, a decision in which was recently 
given by Judge Tuley, was entered in the 
latter’s court yesterday morning. The or- 
der was entered in the case of the Metro- 
politan West Side Elevated railway com- 
pany and directs County Clerk Knopf to 
change on his railroad book and tax war- 
rant the amount of the assessment against 
the company from $731,289 to $680,110.61. 

Town Collectors, having agreed to the 
wishes of the Citizens’ association and the 
County Treasurer’s office, are under fire 
now from the city officials. Mandamus pro- 
ceedings against the Collectors are being 
considered by Corporation Counsel Walker 
to force them to make returns to the city 
instead of holding the money.

roisterers off the land. Prominent men of 
the opposition—and their ranks include W. 
F. Cochran, W. A. Kreidler, and John D. 
Hood reply that generosity has not prompt- 
ed Mr. Hobbs, and to show their sincerity in 
the matter they point to injunctional pro- 
ceedings now pending. 

Frederick W. Cornish, secretary to Mr. 
Hobbs, is attacked as a Hobbs aspirant 
for the Presidency of the Village board. 
The candidate put forward by the other 
faction is W. F. Cochran, manager for 
Booth & Co. Party lines are obliterated, 
and the lake front issue is determining 
the division of the voters.

LOSING BY5-CENT PHONES 


DRUGGISTS SAY COMPANY HAS 
FOUND ITS MISTAKE. 


Receipts from Nickel Instruments Less 
than from the Dime Kind — Old- 
Fashioned Service at $150 a Year 
More Profitable than Either—John 
Barnes, Apothecary at Forty-third 
Street and Emerald Avenue, Tells 
His Experience. 


The Chicago Telephone company has found 
out its mistake in forcing 5-cent slot tele- 
phones on the retail druggists, according to 
those apothecaries who are victims of the 
‘phone company’s’ campaign. In almost 
every instance where 5-cent phones have 
been substituted for 10-cent machines in drug 
stores it is said by druggists that the tele- 
phone company has lost money. 
The truth of the druggists’ assertion was 
shown yesterday when the case of John 
, a druggist at Forty-third street and 
Emerald avenue, was reported to the Re- 
tail Druggists’ association. When the latter 
organization meets next week it is likely 
Druggist Barnes’ experience will be made 
the basis of an appeal to President Sabin. 
Old ’Phone Taken Away. 

Druggist Barnes possessed one of the old 
fashioned telephones until a year ago. He 
paid $150 a year for it and charged users 
10 cents for the privilege. The telephone 
company’s fee was twice as much as Mr. 
Barnes took in, he says. Yet he was obliged 
to maintain a telephone to retain his drug 
trade. 

At the end of a year and a half the tele- 
phone company concluded Druggist Barnes 
was making too much money from his 
phone. In spite of his protests they took 
out the old telephone and installed a 10-cent 
slot machine. The drug store was allowed 
free calls for physicians. The telephone 
company never got over $8.75 a month from 
this machine. 

When President Sabin arrived in Chicago 
Mr. Barnes was notified that the company 
was dissatisfied with the receipts from the 
10-cent phone. He was told to have a $175 
unlimited service phone installed, or else 
to take a 5-cent slot machine. The $175 a 
year was more than he could afford, so the 
nickel machine was installed. 

The nickel machine has been in place for 
two weeks and so far the receipts have been 
$3. This is at the rate of $6 a month, which 
means another loss to the telephone com- 
pany. Druggist Barnes is forced to guaran- 
tee $5 a month to the telephone company. He 
gets no free calls. 

Other druggists say that they have had 
the same experience where 5-cent machines 
have been substituted for 10-cent telephones. 
The telephone company is losing money, 
while the public gets poorer service. 

No one appears to be the gainer. 

More Firms Joining in Suit. 

Fifteen more business firms were allowed 
to become cocomplainants yesterday by 
Judge Tuley in the case brought by the IIli- 
nois Manufacturers’ association ggainst the 
telephone company to restrain company 
from interfering with the telephones of sub- 
scribers who refuse to pay more than the 
franchise rate of $125 a year.

PARK BOARD GOES AHEAD 
WITH ITS $1,000,000 PLAN.. 


Negotiations with the City Coun- 
cil’s Representatives. 


Members of the West Park board took an- 
other step toward spending the 381,000, 000 
small park fund authorized by the Legis- 
lature. West Side property-owners, while 
they favor the small parks, have declared 
that such expenditure will be watched close- 
ly for fear that political purposes will be 
served ahead of public interests. 

The small parks question came before the 
board in the way of a hard luck ” resolu- 
tion from the Council's special small parks 
commission. Each of the three town boards 
was asked to name a delegate to serve with 


the Council commission, the object being 


to hire a small park expert and divide the 
cost into four parts. President Bangs was 
appointed to consult the Council commission 
and then report back to the West Park board. 
The board seemed to favor going ahead with 
the plan, but objected to the following clause 
in the Council commission's resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee be authorized to 
expend such sums as may be appropriated by the 
respective boards and the special commission for 
the purpose stated. 

The West Park Commissioners were of 
the opinion that the proposed joint commit- 
tee should not have the power to spend any 
money. 

It was decided that all buildings in the 
West parks shall be repainted at an esti- 
mated cost of $10,000. Another improvement 
contemplated is the resurfacing of the road- 
ways in Garfield, Douglas, and Humboldt 
Parks at a cost of about $40,000, . .

boldt boulevard and West North avenue. 

The board also voted to accept control of 
Washington boulevard, from Fifty-second 
avenue to Austin boulevard.

How to get up a mass-meeting of retail 

clerks when most of the 100,000 persons em- 

ployed in that capacity work from 8 a. m. 

till 10 p. m., was one question that a meeting 

of the clerks tried to solve last night at the 

Chicago Commons. Although over 2,000 

handbills and four newspapers had been used 

to advertise the mass-meeting there were 
barely 100 clerks present. 

The cause of the light attendance was 
easily explained by all the speakers: When 
most retail clerks have to work from early 
morning till late at night, seven days a week, 
they have no chance to attend mass-meet- 
ings. 

Slave System, Says Graham Taylor. 

Graham Taylor, who presided over the 
meeeting, declared that the retail clerks of 
Chicago worked under a slave system. 
There was no excuse for it, he said, either on 
the part of the public or the employers. 

It was explained that the effort to better 
the clerks’ hours did not include strikes and 
lockeuts. Business Agent Johnson of the 
Clerks’ union, who was one of the speakers, 
said that the only way the union had of doing 
its work was through persuasion. In a few 
months the clerks had formed thirteen 
unions and gained 2,000 members. Nearly 
every store between Belmont avenue and 
the Chicago River had been induced to close 
31 Shroder, President of the clerks’ 
organization, said that the movement was 
handicapped by the standup collars and 
creased trousers which the clerks have to 
wear. The other labor organizations look 
down on them, he said.. Mr. Shroder de- 
clared there were groceries and bakeries in 
Chicago that are open from 4:30 a. m. until 
10 p. m., where clerks are kept at work con- 
a ‘Mast, another speaker, told of 
stores on the West Side where church people 
made purchases Sunday mornings, carrying 
Bible and prayer book. Being ashamed to 
carry their purchase to church or through 
the streets, he said, the clerks were com- 
pelled to deliver it for them. It is that sort 
of person, Mr. Mast said, whom the clerks 
are trying to reach through mass-meetings. 
He appealed for a boycott of stores during 
the evening hours. 

Graham Taylor also said a boycott was the 
best way of inducing obstinate shopkeepers 
to be fair with their employés.

JAMES WILCOX IS INDICTED FOR 
SLAYING SWEETHEART. 


Grand Jury Finds Against Young Man 
at Elizabeth City, N. C., on Circum- 
stantial Evidence—Case Will Begin 
Tomorrow and a Big Special Venire 
Is Ordered—Hearing May Clear Mys- 
tery of Disappearance and Death of 
iis | | 
| Wilgadeth City, N. C., March | 
—Thé grand jury of Pasquotank County to- 
day found a true bill against James Wilcox, 
the young man in jail here, charged with 
killing his sweetheart, Miss Nellie Cropsey, 
last November. 

The indictment charges that on the 20th 
day of November, 1901, Wilcox willfully and 
with malice aforethought killed and mur- 
dered Eflen M. Cropsey. 

Wilcox was arraigned immediately after 
dinner and entered a plea of not guilty.. The 
court drew a special venire of 250 jurors, 
and then announced that the trial would be- 
gin at 2 o’clock Thursday afternoon. 

While in court Wilcox was solemn and 
quiet. He does not appear much worrted 
and seems to think he will come clear. The 
evidence against him ts altogether circum- 
stantial. 


Body Found After Month’s Absence. 


Nellie Cropsey disappeared on the night of 
Nov. 20 last, and it.was more than a month 
later that the body was found floating face 
downward in the Pasquotank River, oppo- 
site her father’s home. 

The spot where the body was found had 
been dragged several times in the search for 
the missing girl, and this with other evidence 
gave rise to the theory that the body had 
been hidden several weeks and then was 
thrown into the river to give the appearance 
of drowning. 

No water was found in the lungs or 
stomach, and there were bruises on thehead 
that might have been caused by some blunt 
instrument. 

The night the girl disappeared there was a 
party at the Cropsey plantation. The guests 
left for home at ll.o’elock. James Wilcox 
was one of them. Ellen went out on the 
porch with him to say good-night. That was 
the last seen of her by any of the family. A 
few minutes after that two other members 
of the household heard a scream outside. 
They reported it to William H. Cropsey, the 
father. He ran out with a gun, but found 
nobody. It was not until half an hour after 
he had returned thatthe family missed 
Ellen.“ 

The search began then and there. The 
circumstance of Ellen’s going to the door to 
say good-night to Wilcox was repeated. 
and the searchers went to Wilcox’s house 
and put him under arrest. They found Wil- 
cox in bed. That was two hours and a half 
after the screams were heard. 


Jail Guarded by Naval Militia. 


When Wilcox was arrested feeling ran 
high and a lynching was feared. The local 
authorities asked ald in preserving order, 
and a company of the Naval Reserves was 
ordered out and guarded the jail until the 
excitement subsided.

Monday when he told the 

House Naval committee that the American 
man-of-war’s man did not get enough to eat. 
The naval officer said that the many deser- 
tions from the service were due largely to 
the smallness of the food supply. His state- 
ments surprised the committee, and from 
what the members said some action probably 
will be taken to remedy matters. Comman- 
der Hawley was stationed for a long time in 
Chicago on recruiting service, and for many 
years he commanded training vessels manned 
by growing boys who wished to become able 
seamen. His statement that lads between 
14 and 20 years of age need plenty of food 
will find no denial in any quarter. What 
Commander Hawley says should carry 
weight. Ten years ago the soldiers of the 
United States army received no fresh vege- 
tables with their rations. The men com- 
plained year in and year out, but the com- 
Plaint was turned off by the authorities with 
A shrug and the remark that it was only a 
soldier’s growl.’” The rations, however, un- 
der Secretary Proctor were improved, and 
the result was that the number of desertions 
decreased largely. The naval mess system 
differs from that of the army, but there is 
nothing in the arrangement which should 
prevent the supplying of an adequate amount 
of food. Commander Hawley’s words should 
be heeded.

AGUINALDO’S CAPTOR VISITS CHICAGO. 
Today Chicago entertains General Fun- 
ston. In so doing it pays its respects not 
only to the individual but also to the type. 
The civilian soldier has always command- 
ed the admiration f Americans. They 
have respect and affection for the trained 
and educated Generals who have illustrated 
the military annals of this country, but 
they have a peculiar fondness for the man 
who when he hears the summons of war 
abandons his peaceful vocation, enters the 
military service, for which he was not edu- 
cated, and wins distinction there. The 
civilian soldier displays often a dash and 
audacity that the regular soldier does not 
always quite approve of. General Funston 
has that dash and andacity to perfection. 

He will have a hearty welcome in Chicago. 
The dinners that will be given him, though 
doubtless a great improvement upon the 
snails, the limpets, and the octopus which 
he ate when he was out after Aguinaldo, 
will hardly convey to him the feelings of 
the body of the people. They will-not be 
in vain, however, at least as far as the 
hosts are concerned, if they get from Gen- 
eral Funston, under the softening influence 
of coffee and cigars, the speech—or another 
one like it—that he made last Saturday night 
before the Lotos club in New York. 

In that speech Genera! Funston reviewed 
the Philippine situation with the curtness 
and incisiveness of the man of affairs, with 
the feeling of the man of emotion, and with 
the humor of the West. After describing 
the sickening fatigue incident to the moun- 
tain march that led to the capture of Agui- 
naldo, how the men were so weak that 
they were reduced to crawling along on all 
fours, he gave a capital illustration of the 
indomitable good spirits of the American 
soldier. “Is this a joke?” said Aguinal- 
do. “Not at all,” said General Funston, 
reassuringly, “not at all, This is the real 
thing.” 
It is not only his narrative of the capture 

of Aguinaldo, however, that is of interest. 

His remarks upon the Philippine question 

in general are equally important. “ We 

could not abandon Manila to the insurgents,” 

he said. They were preparing to sack it.” 

This puts the whole difficulty in a nutshell. 

So with the outbreak of hostilities. It was 

not that single sentry, who fired on a Fili- 

pino, who started the war. It was the 

determination of the Filipino chiefs that if 

possible the Americans shggld be driven 

from the city. 

With regard to the support the Filipinos 
have found in this country, General Fun- 
ston was explicit. His opinion on the sub- 
ject is open to no doubt. These were his 
words: 

All ot the men who have fallen since the month 
of January, 1900, have died not because the Fili- 
pino really had much heart in fighting against us, 
but because they were kept up by a lot of misin- 
formed and misguided people here in the United 
States. It is perfectly possible for us to hold all 
sorts of opinions about the advisability of hold- 
ing the Philippine Islands. Weare perfectly justi- 
fied in having as many opinions about them as 
there are islands. But, for heaven's sake, let 
us keep those opinions to ourselves until the 
sovereignty of the United States has been estab- 
lished over every square inch of those islands, 
and then let us get together and pull hair and 
fight the thing out among ourselves. 

This advice deserved the tumultuous ap- 
plause it received. And so did the remark 
that while 95 per cent of the American 
soldiers in the Philippines were “a brave 
and humane lot of men,” there were 5 per 
cent who spread false information in this 
country and “ who have ornamented the in- 
side of a guardroom more often than they 
have distinguished themselves in the field.” 

The Filipino patriots” fared no bet- 
ter. General Funston told his auditors how 
Lagunta captured a boy 10 years old and 
because he was suspected of being a spy 
flogged him to death; how also Aguinuido 
caused the assassination of Antonio Luna 
and said to General Funston himself, Why, 
yes; I had him killed simply because if 1 
had not he would have become dictator in 
my place.” These are the men that Bos- 
ton regards as spiritual descendants” of 
the heroes of the American revolution, as 
reincarnations of Washington and of 
Greene! 

One must hope that Chicago will not 
allow General Funston to get away with- 
out saying something more on the subject 
with which he has so close an acquaintance. 
A few plain talks from men like him will 
do good. There are in Chicago a few pro- 
fessed admirers of the Filipino “ patriot ” 
who will be benefited perhaps if they hear 
General Funston tell just what sort of a 
creature he is. 


THE NORTHERN SECURITIES SUIT. 

The federal courts have been asked by 
the Attorney Gefleral of the United States 
to order the Northern Securities company 
to surrender whatever shares of stock it 
holds in the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern railroad companies and to enjoin 
the officers and stockholders of the twe 
railroad corporations from recognizing the 
Northern Securities company as the holder 
of any of the shares of the two corpora- 
tions. That company was organized, ac- 
cording to the Attorney General, to bring 
about the merger of two competing rail- 
road lines. An attempt to consolidate was 
made six years ago, but was defeated by 
the Supreme Court. This latest attempt 
at practical consolidation is alleged to be 
in violation of the anti-trust law. 

The eminent lawyers who drafted the 
charter of the Northern Securities com- 
pany and who advised the eminent finan- 
ciers and railroad men who employed 
them that it was without a flaw and could 


opportunity now to defend their handiwork 
in the courts and prove if they can that 
their advice was sound. These lawyers 
know now exactly what arguments are to 
be used against them and can prepare 
themselves for a most interesting and im- 
portant legal contest. The time when, and 
the way in which, it will terminate it is 
not safe to predict.

THE BOERS’ VICTORY. 

It is but a few days ago that General 
Delarey, who was associated with General 
Cronje in the repulse of General Methuen 
at Modder River, captured 500 British at 
Klerksdorp, after a battle in which 150 
more were killed or wounded. Now Gen- 
eral Delarey, at the head of 1,500 troops, 
has routed a British force of 1,200 by a 
sudden and overwhelming rear and front 
attack, left over a hundred of them killed 
and wounded, captured 200 of them, among 
them General Methuen “himself, and pur- 
sued over 500 mounted British troops four 
or five miles. Evidently the Boers are stiit 
well mounted notwithstanding their losses, 
After such reverses as these it seems idle 
to talk about ending the war in Septem- 
ber, as has been promised at the British 
War office. 

It is not wonderful that General Kitchen- 


er's dispatch announcing this fresh disaster 


should have caused depression in England. 
General Methuen, though he has once be- 
fcre felt the full force of a Boer attack, is 
a good soldier and a hard fighter. Whether 
he fell into a trap, as at Magersfontein, or 
was taken unawares through his own negh- 
gence, will not be known until fuller details 
of the affair are received. It is known, 
however, that the two forces were nearly 
equal numerically, and undoubtedly it wil 


_be felt in England that 1,200 Tommy At- 


kinses, under a General experienced in 
south African fighting, ought to be more 
than a match for 1,500 Boers. 

That British obstinacy or persistence will 
eventually wear out Boer resistance is rea- 
sonably certain. Before that time comes, 
however, such exploits as these of General 
Delarey are liable to occur at any time, thus 
prolonging the war. It is to be taken into 
account that the war is being conducted 
over a region as large as Europe, except 
Russia; that the territory itself is of the 
most unfavorable kind for regular military 
aperations; that the Boers know every inch 
of it and the British do not; and that the 
Boers are as cunning and quick-witted as 
they are brave, and count everything fair 
in war. If some of them were in British 
uniforms on this occasion of Methuen’s de- 
feat, as is charged, it is likely more of them 
may be in these uniforms on the next oc- 
casion. They are capturing prisoners so 
rapidly that they can uniform themselves 
if they choose. They cannot. keep their 
prisoners, though they will hold on to Gen- 
eral Methuen, but it is easy to keep the uni- 
forms. 

To a nation with the resources of Great 
Britain the loss inflicted by General Delarey 
is slight. The troops and the military ma- 
terial can be replaced. The moral resuit, 
however, is ‘not slight. It will encourage 
the enemies of the war at home to fresh 
assaults upon the government. It will give 
the Boers fresh heart and hope, hopeless 
as their struggle seems to be, and will pro- 
long a war which has already cost the gov- 
ernment over $800,000,000 and the country 
nearly 106,000 men and officers, either killed 
or wounded. 


WILL THE HOUSE TAKE A BACK SEAT? 

The leaders of the House intimate that 
they have votes enough to pass a bill to 
reduce the duties on Cuban sugar, but that 
they are not sure of having votes enough 
to pass a special rule forbidding the offer- 
ing of amendments to such a bill. The 
leaders are afraid that enough beet 
sugar Republicans may vote with the Dem- 
ocrats to defeat such a rule. If the bill 
were to be considered as bills usually are, 
with an opportunity to offer amendments, 
there is a fear that attempts would be made 
to reduce the duties on some articles be- 
sides Cuban sugar—to modify the iron and 
steel schedule, for instance. The Democrats 
would vote for amendments of this kind, 
and it is not impossible that some of the 
beet sugar Republicans would vote for them 
by way of retaliation and secure their adop- 
tion. 

There is a way out of this snarl. It is 
for the House to fail to take the initiative 
and let the Senate tack a Cuban reciprocity 
provision on the House bill for the repeal 
of the war taxes, which is now in its hands. 
When such an amendment got to the House 
the only question would be to concur or not 
to concur. There would be no opportunity 
for amendments. 

It may be that more speedy action can 
be secured by having the Senate act first 
—and speedy action is what is desired— 
but the House will gain no credit by allow- 
ing it to do so. It cannot regain its lost 
prestige by taking a back seat whenever 
important legislation comes up. The House 
will not rise in public estimation if it shall 
make a practice of declining to act on great 
measures except under a rule which de- 
nies to members the right to offer amend- 
ments. In an article in the current number 
of the North American Review by Repre- 
sentative Moody of Massachusetts is found 
the admission that “ the authority of those 
who compose the House is sadly diminished. 
They have surrendered it to their leaders 
in the supposed interest of the people and 
of effective and wise action.” The members 
surrender too much when they surrender 
the right to propose amendments. 

It may be that party interests will be 
consulted by a refusal to permit amend- 
ments to be offered to a Cuban reciprocity 
bill, The votes on the amendments might 
disclose a lack of harmony in the party 
in the House. But the House of Repre- 
sentatives will lose in dignity if it shall 
contract the habit of playing second fiddle 
to the Senate by waiting for it to act first in 
all matters of importance, 


THE DEPARTURE OF THE PRINCE. 

Prince Henry’s parting 
“There has been absolutely no secret ob- 
ject in view connected with my mission 
to your country. Should any of you read 
or hear anything to the contrary, I author- 
ize you herewith to contradict it flatly.” 
An Ambassador, it is said, is sent abroad to 
lie for his country. Nothing of this kind 
has been said about Princes. It must be 
taken for granted that Prince Henry tells 
the truth. 

It has been surmised that the Prince 
came on a secret as well as a public errand. 
Senator Depew hazarded the guess that 
he was told by his brother to get from 
President Roosevelt an exact definition of 
the Monroe doctrine, so that the German 
Emperor might know how far he could go 
in dealing with Venezuela. This guess and 
the other guesses which have been made 
about an assumed secret mission count for 
nothing. The Prince came simply to at- 
tend the launching of his brother’s yacht 
and to proffer to America the hand of Ger- 
man friendship. He has accomplished his 
mission satisfactorily and has left for home. 

“Tt would be wrong for me,” said the 
Prince the day before his departure, “to 
say I am sorry to go home, but at the same 
time I feel sorry to leave a country in which 
I have met with so much kindness and hos- 


a, pitality.” Doubtless he will sea- 
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son of rest at home after the season of 
intense and continuous hospitality he has 
been enjoying. It was pleasing, but it must 
have been at times a little wearing. Royal 
personages who visit America should be 
robust men, who can stand the stress and 
strain of incessant banquets and recep- 
tions. 

The Prince had a stormy voyage on his 
way to this country. It is to be hoped that 
on his return trip the ocean will be as kind 
to him as he says the American people 
have been, and speed him on his way to 
his home and his brother. | 

There are curious Americans who would 
give much to know exactly what the Prince 
will say to the Emperor about this trip. 


NOT ALARMED ABOUT MARCONI. 

The Commercial Cable company is not 
nervous over Marconi’s wireless system. 
The chairman of the company has said in 
his annual report that the cable telegraph 
has nothing, or little, to fear from the 
wireless telegraph; that the Commercial 
Cable company now has a service so per- 
fected in every detail to meet commercial 
needs that it cannot be duplicated inside 
of seventeen or eighteen years; that mes- 
sages cannot be sent over a wireless system 
at anywhere near the rate of speed that 
is possible when wires are used; and that 
the cable will therefore long remain the 
most serviceable method of communicating 
with the European countries. 

But the Anglo-American Cable company, 
it may be remembered, refused to allow 
Marconi to continue his experiments with- 
in its sphere of influence in Newfoundland. 
The young inventor has been obliged to 
establish his station in Cape Breton Is- 
land instead, One cable company is not so 
unconcerned about Marconi's telegraphic 
discoveries as the other cable company. 

No doubt in a sense the Commercial Ca- 
ble company is right in saying that it will 
be some time before this threatened com- 
petition becomes alarming. Marconi, even 
if he succeeds in reducing the cost of serv- 
ice to the low figure that he prophesies, will 
have to construct a vast system of connec- 
tions before he takes possession of the field. 
Even then it is doubtful if he can take 
complete possession. The long distance 
telephone did not drive the telegraph out 
of business. It simply served as an ap- 
pendix or supplement. Perhaps the same 
fate will befall wireless telegraphy. It 
may have its legitimate uses, while the 
cables continue to have their legitimate 
uses. So the two will hobnob together 
instead of fighting, and there will be peace. 
Meanwhile the sympathy of the public in 
general is largely with Marconi, for Mar- 
coni is a picturesque young man, who does 
apparently magical things, and, like Kube- 
lik, appeals to one’s sense of the dramatic.
